The  modeling  of  the  figures  is  of  the  highest  qual- 
ity and  is  indicative  of  the  early  period.  Josiah  Wedgwood  &  Byerley 
sold  to  the  Rev.  T.  C.  Cullum,  at  the  newly  opened  showrooms  in 
York  Street,  St.  James's,  London,  a  number  of  plaques  which  had 
been  made  by  Wedgwood  &  Bentley  and  which  had  been  kept  as 
models  at  Etruria,  and  were  then  graciously  offered  to  the  minister 
at  bargain  prices. 

The  frames  were  designed  and  modeled  by  the  celebrated  Coward. 
The  receipt  given  to  the  Rev.  T.  C.  Cullum  on  September  27th,  1805, 
accounts  for  one  black  bas  relief — apparently  referring  to  the  oval 
medallion  representing  Earth;  six  round  tablets — referring  to  the 
round  medallions  of  which  one,  Day,  appears  in  duplicate  (another 
indication  that  factory  models  had  been  sold),  and  another  is  im- 
perfect.
